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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 5-13, 16-20, 23-27, 30-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Re independent claims, it is unclear when "the data received from the first party 
is not received into a jitter buffer". The claim should at least differentiate how the first, 
second, third data are determined to be inputted the the jitter buffer. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "a jitter buffer" in 
claim 1 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1 , 2, 5-6, 8-1 3, 1 6, 1 7, 1 9-20, 23-24, 26-27, 30, 31 , 33-37 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Shaffer et al U.S. Patent Number 
6,973,184. 

Re Claims 1 , 8, 12, 19, 26, fig. 3 teaches an adder 44 (a multiplexing device) for 
receiving data from first party wherein the received data from the first party is not 
received into a jitter buffer; fig. 8 teaches a receiving a conference data (a second party 
and third party) are collectively received at decoder (See fig. 9: MUX 72) and into the 
Jitter Buffer 64 (first and second jitter buffer) (See col. 9, lines 45 +). 
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Re Claims 2, 9-11, 13, 20, 27, wherein first, second, third party are voice 
packets. 

Re Claims 5, 6, 16, 17, 23, 24, 28, 29, 33-37, refer to Claim 1, wherein the adder 
supports multiplexing/mixing of voices calls to support conferencing/3 way phone call. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 7, 18, 25, 32, 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Shaffer et al U.S. Patent Number 6,973,184. 

Re Claims 7, 18, 25, 32, 38, Official notice is taken that "a call-waiting feature" 
can be employed to support conferencing. Hence, one skilled in the at would have 
been motivated conferencing is initiated via call-waiting feature for enhance servicing.

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 2, 5-13, 16-20, 23-27, 30-38 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
